Claim That State Law in Forte Now 


Cover* This Demand 


Despondent over being rejected at 


the United States army recruiting 
station at Philadelphia, Earl C. Fle- 
Ka\ 17 years old, son of Grant Flegal 
if Sixth street in East End, commit- 
ted 
suicide by 
shooting 
himself 


through the heart in a Philadelphia 
nntel yesterday afternoon. 
His body 


was found a few minutes later by a 
bellboy who heard the fatal shol. and 
forced an entrance into the room. Ly- 
ing on the table a note was fount! 
which read: 


"To whom it may concern. I 


aErl C. Flefral, hereby Committ 
this grievous fault. 1 have taken 
the only way out of the difficulty 
without dishonor to my house or 
myself. 
I am suddenly unable 


to meet my hotel bill, so I take 
this step." 
Young Fiegal left his' home Wed- 


nesday morning, saying he was going 
to Altoona to join the army and go 
to Mexico. 
It is thought he was re- 


jected at the Altoona recruiting sta- 
tion and then went to Philadelphia 
and made another attempt to enlist. 
Last full Flegal went to Akron, Ohio, 
and made an attempt to enlist at the 
recruiting station there, but was re- 
jected on account of his eyesight. Be- 
lieving he was now physically able to 
pass .the requirements, he left for Al- 
toomi. Recruiting officers stated that 
be was several pounds underweight. 
&nd for this reason was rejected. 


When the boy left his home Wed 


nesday morning, he had nine dollars 
bvt after paying railroad fare and in- 
cident! als, he had little a money left, 
not enough to pay his hotel bill. In 
the note which he left he said that 
this was the reason for committing 
the act. 


Before leaving home, Earl secured 


his father's 32 calibre revolver and 
stated to friends that if he was re- 
jected at the recruiting station, he 
would committ suicide. The boy's fa- 
ther did not know of his taking the 
revolver and said this morning that, 
the boy made no statement of the sort 
to him. 


For several years young Flegal's 


chief ambition has been to join the 
army or navy and when the war with 
Mexico broke out he could not re- 
strain himself.

the United States army recruiting 
station at Philadelphia, Earl C. Fle- 
Ka\ 17 years old, son of Grant Flegal 
if Sixth street in East End, commit- 
ted 
suicide by 
shooting 
himself 


through the heart in a Philadelphia 
nntel yesterday afternoon. 
His body 


was found a few minutes later by a 
bellboy who heard the fatal shol. and 
forced an entrance into the room. Ly- 
ing on the table a note was fount! 
which read: 


"To whom it may concern. I 


aErl C. Flefral, hereby Committ 
this grievous fault. 1 have taken 
the only way out of the difficulty 
without dishonor to my house or 
myself. 
I am suddenly unable 


to meet my hotel bill, so I take 
this step." 
Young Fiegal left his' home Wed- 


nesday morning, saying he was going 
to Altoona to join the army and go 
to Mexico. 
It is thought he was re- 


jected at the Altoona recruiting sta- 
tion and then went to Philadelphia 
and made another attempt to enlist. 
Last full Flegal went to Akron, Ohio, 
and made an attempt to enlist at the 
recruiting station there, but was re- 
jected on account of his eyesight. Be- 
lieving he was now physically able to 
pass .the requirements, he left for Al- 
toomi. Recruiting officers stated that 
be was several pounds underweight. 
&nd for this reason was rejected. 


When the boy left his home Wed 


nesday morning, he had nine dollars 
bvt after paying railroad fare and in- 
cident! als, he had little a money left, 
not enough to pay his hotel bill. In 
the note which he left he said that 
this was the reason for committing 
the act. 


Before leaving home, Earl secured 


his father's 32 calibre revolver and 
stated to friends that if he was re- 
jected at the recruiting station, he 
would committ suicide. The boy's fa- 
ther did not know of his taking the 
revolver and said this morning that, 
the boy made no statement of the sort 
to him.
